No less than four Bucks — goalie Jim McLeod, defence- 
man Connie Madigan and forwards Art Jones and Bill 
Saunders were first team members, and defenceman 
Dennis Kearns and centre Norm Johnson were on the 
second.

This time there could be as many 
as four Canucks on the first team, and 
three other players have to rate as 
“possibles” for the second team. 

The most Canucks ever to reach 
all-star status in one season was five, 
in 1957-58, when the voting was done 
on a division basis and there were just 
four clubs in the Coast Division. That 
quintet: defenceman Hugh Currie 
and right winger Jackie McLeod, first 
team, and goalie Marcel Pelletier, 
defenceman Brent Macnab and centre 
Phil Maloney on the second. 

This season, in competition with 
six other clubs, Canuck players could 
dominate the selections. Let’s take a 
look, by position: 

Goal — It would seem to be a 
two-way fight between Vancouver’s 
George Gardner and San Diego’s 
Jack McCartan — and usually, when 
it’s close, players on first-place clubs 
are given the edge. 

Defence — Hanna and Madigan 
are still tough opposition but Mare 
Reaume must rate an_ excellent 
chance. Tough John Arbour should 
draw a lot of votes, too — if only 
from the player’s he’s battled with 
this season. 

Centre — Phil Maloney always had 
to compete with Guyle Fielder, Art 
Jones and Norm Johnson for votes 
here, and that trio is still around. But 
how can anybody ignore Andy Bath- 
gate, undoubtedly the best in the 
league? And Gerry Goyer might give 
Jones a run for second team honors. 

Right wing — Bob Courcy and 
Portland’s Andy Hebenton rate high, 
but Murray Hall should be right up 
there in the voting. 

Left wing — Paul Andrea should 
make the grade, with Bill Saunders 
and Len Ronson his major com- 
petition. 

First team favorites: Gardner, 
Reaume, Bathgate, Andrea. 


And the Leader Cup winner, as 
most valuable? It should be a shoo-in 
for Bathgate. If it isn’t, somebody 
should demand a recount. 

Reaume ought to have a good shot, 
too, at the Hal Laycoe Cup as out- 
standing defenceman. 

The rookie and most gentlemanly 
awards (Fred J. Hume Cup) are 
tougher. With each club carrying two 
rookies this year, there are a lot of 
good youngsters around. Phoenix’s 
Frank Hughes is among the rugged 
competition for the Canucks’ Brad

Adams pioneered the offensive concept of today’s style 
of hockey, viz., shoot, shoot, shoot. Then shoot some more. 
Poile was a shooter. The fact that Adams also was a 
product of Fort William might have helped cement what 
turned out to be a close relationship. 

After stopping off in Detroit as a player, Poile came 
back to the Red Wing organization in 1952 as coach and 
general manager of Edmonton Flyers. Besides running 
the Wings’ WHL farm club, he was also their chief 
western scout. 

In 10 years with the Flyers, he won three WHL cham- 
pionships, missed the playoffs only once and sent some 
pretty fair talent up to the parent club. Norm Ullman, 
Johnny Bucyk, Glenn Hall and Bruce MacGregor come 
immediately to mind. 

The only mistake he made was in the spring of 1962. 
He should have gagged Adams when Jack announced, 
during a visit to Edmonton for a Memorial Cup final, 
that he would run the Wings for just one more season, 
then appoint Bud as his successor. 

When the news got to Wings owngr Bruce Norris, he 
was not amused. He decided that Baines of this 
kind were his prerogative, not Adams’ ne fired Jack 
and elevated Sid Abel to the dual ro Jie and 
manager . 

There being no room at the top anymore ome 
Bud became coach and general manager of the S 
cisco Seals, then being operated by Vancouver’s 


Hall. In four seasons there his teams won two ay

championships and Poile’s crises career reached its peak. 

“Coley fired me six or seven times,” he remembered 
recently for a Toronto reporter, “sometimes from as far 
away as Honolulu. But he usually called the next day and 
said everything was okay.” 

His real trouble there came after Coley sold out and 
George Fleharty, who later turned up in Vancouver as 
the operator of the ill-starred pro soccer venture here, 
took over. 

They agreed to disagree on several matters and in 1966 
the association ended with what is known as a soft sack- 
ing. Bud was offered an executive vice-presidency in 
charge of selling old Goldwater buttons. Or some such 
thing. 

He declined. And now that he’s become part of the 
local landscape, someone should remember to introduce 
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him to Bobby Robson, when and if that soccer coach pays 
another visit. Fleharty axed Robson, too. They could 
probably swap many stories. 

In retrospect, Poile can look upon that disagreement 
just a little fondly. It left him free to go with Philadelphia, 
where he put together one of the best organizations in 
the NHL’s expansion division. None of the NHL’s new 
teams has. a brighter looking future than Philly. 

The reason or reasons for his disagreement with — and 
subsequent firing by — the club’s board chairman, Ed 
Snider, are one of hockey’s better kept secrets of the year. 

But they can’t detract from the fact he has had a re-
